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Foundation Celebrates 


10“ Anniversary 
CN Hosted Party to Thank Donors 


On Thursday October 
26, at CN Headquarters 
in Montreal, more than 
180 supporters turned 
out to celebrate the 
tenth anniversary of 
the creation of the 
Canadian Irish Studies 
Foundation. Ten years 
ago, Peter O’Brien, 
Brian Gallery and 
Michael Kenneally 

met to plan a dream 
for Montreal’s Irish 
community. With no 
resources but lots of 
energy and a clear sense 
of what it wished to 
accomplish, the Canadian Irish Studies 
Foundation was formed with the goal of 
developing Canadian Irish Studies at 
Concordia University. The Foundation soon 
assembled a national Board of Directors and 
Trustees and got the support of prominent 
individuals who agreed to be Honorary 
Patrons, and then began its quest for funds. 


In addressing the guests at the reception, 
Chair, Brian O'Neill Gallery, proudly sum- 
marized what has been accomplished in the 
intervening ten years. With the full and 
ongoing cooperation of the university, he 
outlined some of these achievements:

$400,000 Capital Campaign Reaches $233,000 
Why Canadian Irish Studies Still Needs Your Support 


The Chairman of the Canadian Irish 
Studies Foundation, Brian O’Neill 
Gallery, has been working hard over the 
summer months on the Foundation’s 
Capital Campaign to raise $400,000 so 
that more courses in Canadian Irish 
Studies can be offered at Concordia. 
With more than $233,000 raised already, 
the campaign now hopes to move into 
its final phase. At a recent meeting of 
the Trustees, Mr. Gallery outlined why 
it was so important for the Foundation 
to provide seed money for more cours- 
es and new faculty appointments at 
Concordia University. 


He explained that to sustain and devel- 
op a program in Canadian Irish Studies 
requires a core group of professors 
whose primary teaching and research 
interests are specifically in Irish Studies. 
Mr. Gallery gave the examples of Irish 
Studies programs at the University of 
Notre Dame and Boston College. 
Notre Dame began developing Irish 
Studies later than Concordia and now 
has a team of 20 faculty and staff, while 
the program at Boston College has 12 
designated Irish Studies professors. In 
2006, Concordia University hired two

new professors in Irish Studies (History, 
Literature) which, along with the Chair 
in Canadian Irish Studies, brings to 
three the number of designated profes- 
sors in the field. To consolidate and 
develop Canadian Irish Studies at 
Concordia will require several addtional 
appointments in the coming years. 


Because positions designated for 
Canadian Irish Studies need independ- 
ent funding to ensure their existence, 
additional financial support is needed 
to guarantee the future existence of the 
program. In explaining the urgent 
need for support of the Capital 
Campaign, Mr. Gallery repeated how 
grateful he is to all donors whom he 
invited to continue their partnership 
with the Foundation. “We are on an 
extraordinary journey together,” Mr. 
Gallery said, “which will culminate 

in the creation of a permanent teaching 
and research presence in Canadian 
Irish Studies at Concordia University.” 


Mr. Gallery pointed out that the 
university has many demands on its 
resources and, over time, shifting 
budget or administrative decisions can 
affect academic priorities. “Our goal,” 
he said, “is to ensure that the program 
is fully funded so that it cannot be 
influenced by future university budget 
cutbacks or changing administrative 


and academic policies. In short, we want 
to leave a permanent legacy to our chil- 
dren and community, so that future gen- 
erations of students can learn about the 
richness of Irish culture and the extraor- 
dinary contribution of the Irish 

to the development of all regions of 
Canada.” 


Three Trustees made recent donations 

to the Capital Campaign; Brian and 
Anne Edwards gave $5,000, to bring to 
$10,000 their support of the Foundation; 
Peter Cullen contributed $5,000; and John 
O'Connor gave $1,000 for a total donation 
of $8,400. Brian Gallery expresses his 
thanks to these Trustees for being so 
generous. 


Mr. Gallery invites supporters to consider 
a contribution to the $400,000 Capital 
Campaign or to our annual campaign 
which provides scholarships, books and 
other necessities for the development of 
the program. 


“We are not doing this for ourselves,” 
Mr. Gallery observed, “but in the name 
of our Irish-Canadian ancestors for 
future generations of Canadian students. 
What we have accomplished already is 
testament to how dreams can be realised 
when a university and community 
partnership invests effectively in an 
educational project such as ours.”

Distinguished Speakers 
at Concordia this Fall 


Garret FitzGerald 
Inaugurates St. Patrick’s 
Society Lecture 


From the modest beginnings of 
Canadian Irish Studies at Concordia 
University, Montreal’s St. Patrick’s 
Society has taken a leadership role in 
financing and supporting the develop- 
ment of this academic project. The 
Society gave initial annual funding for 
courses, then contributed a lead 
donation of $100,000 to the Canadian 
Irish Studies Foundation’s Capital 
Campaign, and annually gives $5,000 
for scholarships. Now, thanks to the 
imaginative leadership of Dr. John 
Little during his term as President, 
the Society is funding a prestigious 
annual lecture. The St. Patrick’s Society 
Lecture in Canadian Irish Studies will 
be a fully funded annual lecture that 
will bring high-profile and accom- 
plished Irish public figures to speak 

at Concordia University. 


This distinguished public lecture was 
inaugurated by Dr. Garret FitzGerald, 


former Taoiseach (Prime Minister) of 


Ireland, on September 22 at Concordia. 


Dr. FitzGerald gave a lecture entitled 
“Imagining Ireland in 2020.” 


Novelist Patrick McCabe 


The 2006-2007 Irish Public Lectures 
Series got off to an impressive start 
with a hypnotic reading by novelist 
Patrick McCabe from his new novel, 
Winterwood, followed by a question 
and answer session. Sponsored in 
conjunction with Writers Read at 
Concordia, Patrick McCabe’s visit to 
Concordia included participation in 
several classes with students. 


Patrick McCabe is one of contempo- 
rary Ireland’s most dazzling novelists. 
Two of his works, The Butcher Boy 
(1992) and Breakfast on Pluto (1998), 
were short listed for the Man Booker 
Prize for Fiction and have been made 
into extraordinary films by Irish 
director Neil Jordan. His other works 
include The Dead School (1995), 
Emerald Germs of Ireland (2001) and 
Call Me the Breeze (2003). 


Two New Faculty Members Hired

Before coming to Concordia, 
Vincent Carey was Chair of the Depart- 
ment of History at the State University 
of New York, Platsburgh, where he was 
awarded the SUNY Chancellor’s Award 
for Excellence in Teaching. 


Dr. Jason King is a 
graduate of McGill 
University (BA), 
Simon Fraser 
University (MA), 
and the National 


University of Ireland,

Maynooth (PhD). 


For the past six years, he has been a 
lecturer in the English Department at 
the National University of Ireland, 
Maynooth, and a visiting lecturer in the 
English Department at the National 
University of Ireland, Cork. His research 
interests focus on the literary culture of 
the Irish diaspora and the literature of 
social change in contemporary Ireland 
reflecting its transformation from an emi- 


grant-sending to an immigrant-receiving 


society, and the Irish in Canada. 


Centre for Canadian 
Irish Studies Raises 
Teaching and 
Research Profile 


Receives $114,500 in Academic Awards 
The growing national and internation- 
al reputation of Concordia’s Centre for 
Canadian Irish Studies is beginning to 
be acknowledged in the important 
areas of teaching and research funding. 


The Government of Ireland has pro- 
vided a grant of $46,000 over three 
years to fund Irish language courses. 
Modern Irish will begin this Fall and 
will be taught by Martina Branagan, a 
native Irish speaker and active member 
of Montreal Irish Community. Martina 


holds BA and MA degrees in Modern 
Languages from Trinity College Dublin 
and NUI, Maynooth, respectively, as 
well as a Licentiate in Speech and Drama 
from the Modern College of Music. 
The course will run from September to 
April and will emphasize conversation- 
al Irish, using teaching resources such 
as songs, poetry, film and Irish-language 
television programs. 


Meanwhile, the research arm of the 
Canadian Government has granted 
$51,000 to study Irish immigrants in 
Canada and another $17,500 for a 
workshop to initiate the study of 
nationalisms in Ireland and Quebec. In 
the latter context, some two dozen 
scholars from Ireland, the United States 
and Canada, including eight faculty 
and graduates students from 
Concordia, met in October to explore 
these issues and map out future proj- 
ects that will conduct further research.

She also 
heads the National Institute of Law, 
Policy and Aging, based in Montreal, 
a Canadian reference centre for excel- 
lence in research, education and advo- 
cacy on issues of law, policy and aging.
